PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  8VN01) 


OF 


THE  DIOCESE  OF  RUlM^irfS  LAXi). 


The  Synod  was  opi^uod  on  "Wednesday,  May  2'-h'd, 
1877,  by  the  celebvation  ot  Divine  Service  at  hali'-pa^t 
10  o'clock  A.M.  in  St.  John's  Cathedral. 

MorninL*-  Praver  was  read  bv  the  TJevs.  Canojis  Cxris- 
dale  and  O'Meara.  The  Lessons  were  read  by  tin*  liev„ 
li.  Geor^-e  and  the  Rev.  S.  Pritchard.  The  Epistle  was 
read  ])V  the  Ven.  the  Archdeacon  of  Cumberland. 

The  Bishop  delivered  the  following  Address  instead 
of  a  Sermon  : 

REVEUKXD   BUKTJIKKX   AXI)    niiKTHKEN    OF  THF    LAITV  : 

Wlioii  we  look  buck  on  the  past  yi'sir  wehnvu  y;roat  cause  for  Ihanlc- 
Culii'.'ss.  'J'hat  wliich  lias  liccii  I'oi' a  ioni?  i^^'rioil  Mich  a  cc^ur^'c  to  the  conn- 
try  did  not  trouldo  us.  Thci'c  was  a  satisfactory  iiarvcst.  Later  on  the 
eiierKctiit  mi'asiires  of  till'  aut liorities,  with  <iod's  hlessinir,  iireserved  the 
Province  from  the  small-pox  that  raided  so  %irulently  anions  the  Icelandic 
iiiimii?rants.  And  when  we  loolv  forward  the  picsp(>cis  of  tlie  country  are 
brii^ht,  indeed.  Iininij;rant.s  ai'e  comiufi  in  lar<j;e  numbers  from  the  older 
l*r(j\inces.  The  steanuMs  are  crowded.  The  result  is  ver,\-  aiipreciable. — 
^Vinnipei?  is  j;rf)winur  with  marvellous  rapidity,  and  other  small  tcnvns 
be  uu  to  rise  up,  while  a  considerable  i!0()Ulaiion  is  bcimr  scatteied  over  the 
face  of  the  whole  Province,  ^'al•ious  (piestions  that  retariled  the  pro-rress 
of  thecountry  are  beinir  settled.  The  railways  have  not  been  built  with 
all  the  despatch  we  could  have  wished,  but  they  are  constantly  bein.ij: 
pushed  on,  and  there  seems  a  probaliility  ot  a  greater  advance  this  year 
than  ever.  Th"  issuinu:  of  }iatents  and  the  settlement  of  the  reserv(^s  seem  at 
lenfi;th  to  be  ]ir()ce<'din;<  satislactorily.  A\'e  are  no  lomrcu*  Isolated.  B\' 
means  of  teleiirai)hlc  communicatioir,  connectint;  us  with  the  .States  and 
Canada,  newspaper  enterprise  ])reseiits  us  ilaily  with  the  latest  tt'leii:i'an)s 
from  all  parts  of  the  v(n  Id.  Tlie  telejiraph  already  has  bei'U  carrietl  for 
about  a  ihousand  miles  to  the  west  of  us.  The  expenses  of  living  are  con- 
siderably less  th  ui  tlu'j-  have  been  lor  some  years.  We  can  have  in  our 
houses  the  conveniences  and  luxuries  of  modern  life.  We  may  look  for- 
ward to  a  near  future  when  we  shall  have  tasteful  and  substantial  public 
buildlnjis  and  residiMices  and  when  the  fertile  land  of  this  country  will  be 
made  to  beautify  their  Hurroundinjjs. 

Eut  if  as  citizens  we  feci  sladdcned  by  the  signs  of  progress  and  prospei  - 
ity,  wo  have  further  reason  as  Churchmen  to  feel  thankful  for  the  marked 
advance  which  ourChurtdi  has  made  in  the  past  year,  and  to  be  encour- 
aged by  it  to  renewed  etlbrts.  Wilhin  eighteen  months  tive new  churche.s 
have  been  built  and  opened  for  divine  service  (four  of  them  being  conse- 
crated), and  another  church  has  been  considerably  enlarged.  Four  other 
churches  are  in  cour.se  of  erection.  These  are  all  within  the  Province, 
and  represent  contributions  from  ourselves  of  over, S10,IMX).  Outside  the  Pro- 
vince there  has  been  a  good  d^al  done  in  the  erection  of  buildings  at  mission 
statlon.s. 

There  has  also  been  a  considerable  advance  made  in  contributions 
from  the  people  towards  the  support  of  tlielr  ministers.    One  congregation

You  have  already  learned  from  the  report  of  the  last  Synod  that  the 
'Clauses  m  the  Temporalities'  Act  incoipora!  int,'  tlie  Synod  were  removed  be- 
fore the  Act  ]iassed  (air  local  Legislature.  No  ditliculty  was  raised  in  I'ar- 
liamenf,  butllie  [Jeutenant-liovernor  conside'-ed  tna'  as  part  of  the  North- 
west Territories  hiy  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  they  rciiuiied  ti;e 
sunctioii  of  a  Dominion  Act. 


Accordiimiy  ;vn  ,\ct  was  introduced  in  1h(>  Dominion  Parliament,  and 
ineetini;  with  no  opposition  passed  the  House  of  Comnions.  IJut  in  the 
livaniime  the  (p^(^stion  liad  been  raiseil  in  the  Senate  ^\-ith  respect  to  a 
similar  l?i!l,  wliether  all  such  AcN  of  Incorporation  were  not  reserved  for 
th(!  I^ocal  TiCKislaturcs,  and  the  .Iiabres  irave  this  as  their  opinion  vvlien  they 
were  consulted.  The  conseepieiice  was  rh.at  the  Hill  could  not  be  carried  fur- 
ther, and  as  no  solution  of  I  he  diliiculty  has  yel  been  mad.'  tiie  matter  must 
rest  for  the  iireseiit.  In  accordani'e  with  the  pow.-rs  i^iven  to  the  Synod  by  tlie 
Tenipora.lities' Act,  the  I'lxeeii'ive  Commit  tee  has  prepared  tbr  ilu!  Syi'iod  a 
Canon  on  Parochial  <  )r!j;an!zalion,  by  which,  anionnf  other  tliinjj.s,  the'duttes 
of  Cliurch\vard>'ns  and  Vestr\inen  are  detiiied. 

The  Executive  Coaimittee  also  recomniends  a  Canon  for  [/,\y  Headers 
v/liich   they  trust  will  be  useful. 


A  sub,j{>ct  intimat(dy  connected  with  nnr  Church  Avork,  and  in  which  as  a 
Church  we  must  leel  jiarticulavly  interested,  is  that  of  Kducation.  Not 
niany  years  have  jiassed  since  t!ie  schools  in  our  I'arishes  throu'-choiit  the 
I'rovinci'  were  jart^eiy^  indeeij  I  m.ay  say  mainly,  depondent  on  the  l<;n'j;lisli 
Socii't  ies  !uid  friends  that  helped  us.  \\'heii,  then,  we  look  at  the  (piestion. 
of  the  support  of  our  Ministers,  wi-  must  not  fo'tjfet  how  much  our  jieopie 
have  alread.v  taken  ujioii  themst'lves  in  tliese  past  few  yi'ars  years  of  maii>' 
and  siieci.Ml  trials  aiul  ditticulties  -  in  raisins^  salaries  for  schoolmasters,  and 
in  some  ca.ses  buildinj;  scdiools.  I  for  one  am  not  dissatislied  with  tlij  pro- 
Kress  that  has  been  me.de  in  Kducation.  I  do  not  nean  that  much  progress 
has  been  made  in  raisiip-r  the  (^ualiiicaticns  of  masters  and  so  in  increasin<; 
the  efficiency  of  teatO.iinu:.  That  will  follow.  A  irreat  deal  had  to  bo  done 
])t  fore  that  could  be  touched.  And  a  '4001I  deal  has  been  done.  \  very 
lar-re  number  of  districts  has  been  foniied  And  an  inten^st  has  beeii 
shown  in  raising'  salaries  that  is  very  hopeful.  p]t1iciency  in  the  scdiool.i  will 
no  doubt  re-act  in  enconraj^inij  .an  increa.se  of  salary;  but  the  foundation  of 
all  etiicioncy  lies  in  the  power  of  adefpiately  reiiiuneratin<;thc  schoolmaster. 
The  etIicK'ncy  d.'peiids  on  the  qualification  of  the  rnastc-,  and  thouffh  in- 
spection of  schools  and  examinations  fif  teacliers  may  materially  aid,  there 
must  be  first  of  all  adequate  compensation,  and  that  wo  may  bo  satisfied 
from  what  we  have  alroadj'  seen  is  simply  a  matter  of  the  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  tlie  Province.

I  acknowied^ci' the  lirst  imporiance  In  these  days 
of  a  jiood  scci'lar  educat  ;on,  ami  it  isperfrclly  imi)ossihle  for  any  separate 
rrotestaiit.  denomination  to  underlaki!  the  'woi-k  of  ciHciently  suiiplyinK 
IH'iinary  education  in  its  jiarishi's.  'rhert'for(!  we  must  endcav<n'  to  work 
heartily  with  the  system  that  is  estahlished  l)ytlie  State,  and,  as  far  as 
we  can,  supply  its  deuciencies.  Foi' t'xainple,  we  miKhr  hold  examinations 
in  religions  knowleil^i'e  wit  li  prizes  for  excellence.  l>ut  I  make  tliese  remark!'' 
liecausi'  1  see  no  ii'-cessiiy  fur  our  l'r)teslaiit  s<"hools  heinu'  dej^rived  of  wiiat 
I  consider  the  precious  i)riviley:e  of  rcdijjjious  teaching:'.  It  need  not  lie  com- 
l)uh:oi'.\-.  'sin  KMiiiand,  it  miudit  l)e  rest  ricted  to  tiie  lie;.cinnintc  or  the  close 
of  the  day's  \\i}]  k,  so  that  no  child  need  lie  present  \vliose  i)areiits  disapprov- 
ed, iiul  for  \arious  reasons  I  view  Willi  deej)  r(>^ietand  suspicion  its  ah- 
sence.  (iod  sIkmiIiI  he  honoicd  hy  our  lookiiifi  to  His  hlessinji  ami  teaching.

Ahove  fill,  the  tone  ol  an  education  is  to  he 
dreade(l  from  which  tin-  Word  of  ( iod  and  religion  are  piiri>osely  shut  out,  hy 
wliicli  tiiey  are  made  to  seem  siihortlinate.  'IMiere  is  thedan;rer  of  the  en 
coiirayii.,!;  of  a  spirit  antaj^onistie  to  revealed  relij;ion.  l'"or  there  is  not  a 
little  teaching;  cm  sicular  suhjeets  at  the  lucsent  day  hy  wliicdi  fiictsand 
tlieories  an.'  presi'iiteil  in  u  way  unlavorahle  to  tiie  trntli  of  IlieWord  of 
God. 

As  reuMids  Hiulu>r  I'Iducation,  I  hope  we  shall  have  the  means  of  seeur- 
inir  a  sound  and  reli'iious  education,  sr.  .lohn  s  Collei^e  coniinui's  in  a  sa- 
tisfactory slate  as  re,<:ards  hoi  h  its  studicsand  its  dlscii)line,  hut  termafter 
term  we  have  suU'eret!  seriously  from  hein^^  unahle  to  receive  the  applicants 
for  adnii  ..-ion.  We  should  ha\'e  at  least  room  for  thirt>'  mor<'  l)oarders 
to  meet  t  he  wants  we  have  exi)(.-ri(,Micod  in  the  i)ast  two  years.  The  expenses 
of  liuildiii,!,'  and  reiittinj^  since  th(>  first  addition  of  ii  kitchen  to  old  .-<t. 
Cross  liaNc,  from  the  iiii'cemeal  character  of  liie  alterations,  hei'ii  very  threat 
—exceeding  S  ."),(i('().  'J'hou^ih  this  has  heen  mainly  met  h\  funds  j:i\('ii  to 
theCollejie,  sti  1  the  interest  ivipiired  to  nie<>t  t  lu'Vuriioses  of  these  fuiuh, 
tholl^d>  at  a  low  rati',  are  a  t)Uiden  on  !lie  insliintion  and  are  not  met  l)y 
the  ciiarfjes.  The  Key.  C.'inon  (irisdaleis  j^'oin;,'  lo  i;n!.'-!and  for  tiie  pur- 
jioses  of  the  Diocese,  and  liis  lirst  elfort  v.ill  lie  to  I'aise  wliat  Juay  enahle  iiU 
siK'li  burdens  to  lie  paid  otl'and  tin  funds  invested  for  the  purjioses  of  their 
trust. 

Wc  hope  in  the  course  of  tlie  sunamu'  to  have  anotlier  great  ndditifui 
to  our  institutions  in  the  erection  of  St.  .lolin's  College  Ladies' School.  This 
will  supply  a  want  that  lias  been  nnicli  felt.  We  owe  this  to  tlie  generous 
help  ot  a  friend  of  the  C.  M.  Society,  interested  in  us  on  account  of  tiie 
lalKH's  in  tills  land  of  that  Society.  'I'he  I'oard  of  ( iovernors  tound  that  the 
comparatively  small  dilt'ei'enei' of  cost  v.ould  niak'  it  false  economy  not  to 
erect  a  so  id  brick  building  wi!  h  a  stone  liasemeiit.  'J'iiis  will,  however,  nialto 
the  building  more  costly  tlian  was  iirst  oalculateil.  Every  ell'ortr  will  lie 
needed  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  building,  with  tin;  iireparation  oi  tlie 
grounds  and  tlie  furnishing.  IL  is  to  he  hoped  tliat  every  member  of  Synod 
personally  and  by  friends  will  do  what  he  can  lo  obtain  fund.s. 

Advaiudng  from  Iliglier  School  Education,  I  luive  to  congratulate  you 
on  tiie  jiassing  of  an  Act  last  session  creating  tlie  University  of  'Manitoba. 
Un  the  whole  it  lias  a  constitution  about  as  satisfactory  as  eould  be  devi.sed 
for  tiie  immediate  condition  of  things.  It  unites  all  the  Denominations  and 
Coliegl's  in  tlie  examinatiouK  for  Degrees  in  Arts,  Sciences,  Medicine,  and 
Law,  J5y  its  recognition  of  denominational  cidleges  with  their  own  internal 
government  secured  to  tlu'iu,  it  satislii's  those  who  fei'l  the  lirst  importanco 
of  a  iH'ligious  cliaracter  and  control  while  It  does  not  prevent  the  future 
allilialion  of  (^ollr'ges  imlependent  of  .su(di  directifm.  It  also  at  tlie  same 
time  secures  h)r  the  diti'erent  denominations,  witli  the  consent  of  their  go- 
verning bodies,  the  power  of  establishin.g  in  their  Colleges  a  Faculty  for 
conferring  Theological  Degrees.  I  feel  very  much  grutilied  with  the  result. 
All  is  gained  that  I  desired.

Ladies'  College,  that  a  substantial  benelit  has  been 
conferred  not  only  on  the  Diocese  and  the  Province, 
but  the  whole  of  the  North-AVest. 

The  Canons  prepared  by  the  Executive  Committee 
were  then  considered  clause  by  clause  and  adopted  in 
an  amended  form  as  follows — being  afterwards  ngreed 
to  unanimously  as  so  amended. 

CANON  I. 


PAROdlllAL   ORGAlNnZATION. 

1.  The  Cathedral  as  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  hav- 
ing the  seat  of  the  l>ishop  shall,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Canon  except  as  regards  its  Parochial  boun- 
dai'ies,  be  considered  Extra-Parochial  and  be  governed 
by  its  own  Statutes.  ,, 

2.  Any  District  where  services  are  performed  and  a 
congregation  organized  according  to  clause  4  of  the 
(Constitution  of  the  Synod  may  be  erected  by  the 
Bishop  into  a  Parish  having  defined  limits  with  a 
Clergyman  in  charge,  who  shall  be  called  the  Incum- 
bent, and  may  be  collated  or  instituted  and  inducted 
with  such  forms  as  may  be  enacted  by  the  Synod,  or 
till  such  forms  be  enacted,  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint. 
But  such  District  shall  not  include  any  part  of  an  ex- 
istinij  Parish  without  the  consent  of  the  Incumbent 
and  the  majority  of  the  Vestry  of  such  existing  Parish  : 
provided  that  if  such  consent  be  refused  the  Bishop 
may  refer  the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  on  full  consideration  of 
the  case  report  to  the  Bishop,  who  may  then  carry  out 
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the  division  ol  the  existing  Parish  if  the  Executive 
Committee  report  in  favor  oi  that  measure,  but  not 
Otherwise. 

3.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Commission  to  deter- 
mine the  boundaries  of  the  existing  )*arishos  as  deiined 
by  the  late  or  the  present  Bishop  of  Rupert's  Land,  or 
where  there  has  been  no  such  delinition,  by  custom ; 
and  the  boundaries  so  determined  shall,  if  approved 
by  the  Bishop,  be  the  boundaries  of  such  Parish ;  but 
if  the  Bishop  think  it  advisable  he  may  remit  any  pari 
of  the  report  to  the  Executive  committee,  whose  de- 
'^ision  respecting  the  boundaries  shall  be  final;  and  the 
boundaries  of  Parishes  so  defined' shall  be  recorded  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  in  the  Diocesan  Registry. 

4.  The  Bishop  may  at  any  time,  if  he  think  it  advis- 
able, change  the  boundaries  of  a  Parish  or  Parishes  on 
the  i^etitioa  of  the  Incumbent  and  Vestry  of  the  Par- 
ish or  Parishes  interested. 

5.  Whenever  a  Parish  shall  become  entirely  self- 
supporting,  it  shall  be  called  a  Rectory. 

6.  Every  male  member  of  the  Church  being  of  full 
age  and  who  shall  haA'e  subscribed  the  following 
declaration  of  church  membership,  is  entitled  to  act  as 
a  Parishioner  or  Vestryman.

I  do  hereby  declare  that  I  am  an  attendant  at 
Church  and  member  of  the  Church  of  England  or  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  Rupert's  Land. 

7.  Li  every  Parish  there  shall  be  two  Churchw^ar- 
dens  selected  from  the  communicants, — one  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  tLe  Minister,  and  one  to  be  selected  by  the 
Parishioners,  and  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than 
twelve  Vestrymen  elected  by  the  Parishioners. 

8.  The  Incumbent,  every  clergyman  licensed  to  the 
cure  and  regularly  officiating,  and  churchwardens  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Vestry. 

9.  The    Churchwardens   and   Vestrymen   shall   be 
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annnally  chosen  at  a  iiK^etiiig  of  the  Parishioners  on 
Easter  Monday,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  may  be  con- 
venient. 

10.  Notification  of  the  election  of  Churchwardens 
and  Vestrymen  shall  be  given  by  the  chairman  of 
the  meeting  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Synod. 

n.  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

1^  .  l^  ^^^  ^  '^ce  of  the  Churchwarden  chosen  by  the 
Parishioners,  or  of  a  Vestryman,  shall  become  vacant 
by  deatli,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  a  meeting  of  the 
Parishioners  shall  be  called,  as  soon  as  may  be  con- 
venient, to  elect  some  other  fit  person  to  the  vacant 
office. 

13.  If  the  office  of  the  Churchwarden  appointed  by 
the  minister  shall  at  any  time  become  vacant  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
minister  to  appoint  some  other  fit  person  to  the  vacant 
office. 

14.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  such  appointment  the 
minister  shall  make  a  return  in  writing  to  the  Vestry, 
of  the  name  of  the  person  chosen  by  him  to  fill  the 
vacant  oifice,  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the 
said  appointment  to  be  forthwith  attached  to  the 
church  door. 

15.  Every  person  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  Church- 
warden or  Vestryman  shall,  before  acting  in  such 
office,  sign  the  following  declaration  :

19.  After  the  accounts  have  been  audited,  any  bal- 
ance in  hand  must  be  handed  over  to  the  new  Church-

21.  An  inventory  shall  Ije  kept  of  all  Church  good^ 
belonging  to  the  Parish  and  a  terrier  of  the  lands. 

PAROCHIAL   AND   VESTRY    MEETINGS. 

22.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the 
Parishioners  on  Easter  Monday  or  as  soon  as  possible 
afterwards,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  aiid  passing 
the  year's  accounts  and  of  appointing  and  electing 
Churchwardens  and  Vestryman. 

23.  The  Incumbent  shall  be  the  convener  of  ail 
Parish  or  Vestry  meetings  ;  if  there  be  no  clergyman, 
the  churchwarden  or  churchwardens  shall  convene 
such  meeting. 

24.  The  Incumbent  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Parish- 
ioners or  of  the  Vestry,  on  receiving  a  written  requi- 
sition to  that  elfect,  sigjied  by  a  majority  of  the  Vestry. 

2r>.  The  presence  of  at  least  one-third  of  the  members 
of  the  Vestry  including  one  of  the  Churchwardens, 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry, 
for  the  due  exercise  of  its  powers. 

26.  Notice  of  every  meeting  of  Parishioners  must  be 
o-iven  in  writing  or  printing,  signed  by  the  convener 
and  atiixed  to  the  Church  door,  at  least  three  days,  in- 
cluding one  Sunday,  before  the  day  on  which  the  meet- 
ing is  to  be  held.

27.  The  notice  must  state  the  time  and  place  at  which, 
and  the  purpose  for  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held  ;

Under  the  circumstances  of  the  Diocese  with  a  scat- 
tered population  in  largs  Tarishos  and  Missions,  it  is 
very  desirable  that  Lay  Keaders  should  be  more  gene- 
rally employed  than  is  now  the  case  •,  such  Lay  Keadei-s 
shall  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  by  at  least  two 
licensed  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  and  have  either  a 
general  license  tor  the  Diocese  or  a  special  license  lor 
a  particular  Parish  or  ]Mission.  They  shall  not  be 
employed  in  any  Parish  or  Mission  but  at  the  request 
or  with  the  consent  of  the  Incumbent  of  said  Parish  or 
Mission  and  they  shall  be  entirely  under  his  control 
and  direction  ;  and  shall  be  removed  at  his  request ; 
they  may  be  set  apart  for  the  service  at  such  place  and 
with  such  service  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint. 

OFFICE   OF   LAY    READER. 

The  olllce  of  lay  reader  shall  be  to  read  the  word  of 
Grod  in  the  congregation,  and  in  the  absence  or  illness* 
of  the  clergyman  to  read  in  the  congregation  any  ap- 
pointed portions  of  the  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer, 
not  including  the  absolution  or  any  part  of  the  com-

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that  this  arrani»:ement 
should  be  sanctioned  by  the  Synod  as  the  Body  entitl- 
ed, with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Rupert's  Land,  to 
draw  up  Statutes  for  St.  John's  College,  therefore,  at 
the  request  of  the  Council  of  St.  John's  College  and  of 
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tht»  lioaid  of  Governors  oi*  St.  .Tolm's  C\)llo4('  Ladies' 
School,  the  Synod  aceejits  the  said  ^t.  .Tolnrs  C()llei»'e 
Ladies'  School  as  a  C'olh'g'iate  School  in  connection

said  IJoard  ol"  (lovernors,  who  shall  draw  up  Statutes 
or  Ordiiumces  I'or  the  appointment  and  continuancH'  in 
oHice  ol'  Cxovernors,  for  the  ai)pointnient  of  Teachers, 
and  for  whatever  is  couf^^idered  needful  for  the  welfare 
of  the  School  :  provided  always,  that  any  Statutes 
bearing  on  the  ]]oard  of  Governors  shall  recpiin;  the 
sei)arate  sanction  of  the  Council  of  St.  John's  College 
•\nd  the  Finance  C^oniniittet^  of  the  C.  j\L  S.,  and  that  no 
changi^  shall  be  made  in  the  composition  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  without  the  sanction  of  the  aforesaid  Jiev. 
Henry  Wright  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society  of  England. 

And  whereas  it  may  be  considered  adviseable  to  in- 
corporate the  said  Board  of  Clovernors  and  to  transfer 
to  such  Corporation  the  property  held  in  trust  for  the 
School  by  St.  John's  College,  it  shall  be  law^ful  for  the 
Executive  Committee  ,.  ith  the  consent  of  the  Kev.
